It is difficult to teach children not to do something they want to 


do instinctively, and children instinctively want to suck their thumbs. 
Some deep-seated desire to prolong their infancy keeps calling on them 
to preserve this last link between themselves and their babyhood 
That 


it is deep-seated and unconscious is plain whrn you remember that 
the child does not know it is doing it until you make him uncom- 
fortable by removing his thumb and that he doej it in his sleep 
oftener than his waking hours. 


Constant sucking of his thumb spoils the shape of a child's mouth 


and deforms the thumb. 
To prevent this motheis and nurse? some- 


times give him a rubber pacifier or comforter and he sleeps con- 
tentedly sucking on that. Which isn't right at all. 


Besides the purely physical results of the habit I cannot lirlp 


feeling that the physical effects are quite as bad beraine thi* child 
dv>ells upon his infancy during thc^e iuck:ng ipe!!;. ThM onnnt r>

good for the child. 
Nothing that checks his physical or menial growth 


for an instant ought to be permitted to last a day longer than it takes 
us to do away with it.

in the unconscious mind of the child it must be reached there and 
driven out. It becomes then a matter of speaking (o the deep mind 
of a child. 
No wonder it is difficult to accomplish. That is why 


bitter tasting things daubed on thumbs and fingers and sheet corners 
do no good. Taste lies in the conscious mind but this infantile habit 
is rooted in the deeper one of the unconscious. 


We find that it is better to teach a child to drink from a cup or 


a glass as soon as they have reached the stage of the growth that 
makes it possible. 
Do away with bottles and rubber mpples and all 


that belongs to that stage of growth promptly when the occasion per- 
mits. 
The best way to wean a child is to teach him to drink his 


milk from a little cup that he can clutch in his hands. 


Encourage the little ones to use cups and glairs foi di inking by 


telling them they are no longer babies and to mu<t not feed them- 
selves like infants. Show them their teeth and teach them that when 
they com« they have grown out of babyhood and are big children 
who can eat and drink like the older folks. 
If there i^ any tendency 


toward prolonging the sucking stage combat it steadily and gently by 
this teaching. 
Get rid of any bottle you havr and then you won't bf 


tempted to yield to crying and pleading.
